Fire at Minneapolis Butailing a 
Heavy Loss 


_ & Bierce Fire.

Mryngapous, Feb. 26.—The fire in 
the Clare Speaker paint works, which 
started last night, was still raging at 
nine this morning, though under con- 
trol. The damage to the property will 
be nearly $1,000,000, most of which is 
to the Lumber Exchange, a magnifi- 
cent twelve-story block at Fifth St. 
and Hennepig. Avenue. Robinson 
block and Russell block owned by 
Sol Smith Rusegl, the actor, was com- 
pletely ruined. The fire caught in 
the upper story of the Lumber Ex- 
change which was claimed to be fire 
proof, and burned fiercely. The water 
did not reach above the seventh or 
eighth story andthe firemen were 
nearly powerless. St. Paul was called 
upon for aid and responded with two 
engines. The thermometer being 
below zero last night, the intense cold 
retarded the firemen a great deal, as 
the hose kept freezing and bursting. 
Occasionally from the wall on the 
upper floors, there showered rock, 
followed by a loud report. This noise 
was caused by the bursting stone. 
For some time these followed in rapid 
succession andthen grew less fre- 
quently to an increase in the number 
again, when the fire grew intensely 
hot at some particular point. 

After a fight of eleven hours, the 
fire department succeeded in confining 
to the four upper stories of the Lum- 
ber Exchange, the flames which it 
was thought atone time would cer- 
‘tainly consume the entire building. 
The structure looked like a veritable 
icé palace after the fire. Walls up as 
high as the hose could reach and 
throw water, were covered a foot thick 
with ice, and the side walls piled from 
five to eight feet high with ice and 
snow formed from water. The losses 
have been greatly exaggerated; the 
total loss only foots up $162,000, di- 
vided as follows: Lumber Exchange, 
$75,000; insured for $60,000; Russell 
building, $20,000; insured, not known 
for how much; Robinson bnilding, 
$3,000, fully covered by insurance; 
stock and plant, $40,000, insured for 
$25,000; Gardner and Co., $40,000, in- 
sured for $10,000; Lomber Exchange 
tenants, $20,000, insured for $10,000.

Paris, Feb. 26.—An increased feel- 
ing of anxiety prevails here lest a 
sudden disturbance should occur here 


Paris. The plan which was looked 
upon as settled, by which French art- 
ists were to exhibit the products of 
their art in the Berlin exhibition has 
been abandoned. ~ Detalle, the French 
artist, has finally yielded to the pres- 
sure brought to bear upon him and 
to-day announced that he had made a 
mistake in consenting to send some of 
his works tothe German exposition, 
adding that he feels, upon reflection, 
it would not be patriotic to go to Ber- 
lin. Detalle also saya all . brother 
artists who are Frenchmen will abstain 
from being represented at Berlin. 

The artistic question outlined by 
statements made by Detalle and other 


; French artists is the chief topic of con- 


versation throughout Paris and “fhe 
provinces. At a reception held yes- 
terday evening by Ribot, Minister of 
Foreige Affairs, Yon Munster, the 
German Ambassador, threw the whole 
blame for the unpleasantness ariging 
from the visit of the Empress upon 
Herbette, the French Ambassador at 
Berlin. This has given rise to con- 
siderable amount of diplomatic cor- 
respondence, by telegraph and other- 
wise, the outcome of which, it would 
seem, is that Herbette is most likely 
to be recalled from Berlin. . That the 
action of the Parisians and the tone of 
the newspaper press of Paris will be 
deeply resented in Berlin, nobody for 
an instant doubts, and there are many 
people who look forward, not without 
a feeling of apprehension, to the effect 
the present unpleasantness may have 
upon the mind of the Emperor of Ger- 
many. Calmer minds, ever since the 
project to get the French artists to ex- 
hibit in Berlin, are speculating upon 
what effect it will be upon the people 
in Berlin , if for instance,the celebrated 
picture Detalle has givén from the 
French point of view of incidents of 
the Franco-Prussian war of ’70 and 
'71, which is gloryfying to the French 
arms, is exposed at the exposition in 
the capital of Germany. 

The Bourse is weak owing to the 
reports of articles unfavorable to 
France, arising from the feeling here 
over the visit of Empress Frederick, 
printed in the Cologne Gazette and 
other German newsparers.

Buenos Ayres, Feb. 26.— Additional 
advises received here from Chili state 
that the bombardment of Iquique by 
the insurgents resulted in a great loss 
of life and heavy damage to property. 
After the surrender of the city the 
rebels entered and attacked the stores 
and residences on six principal squares 
and completely wrecked them. The 
buildings afforded shelter to a large 
number of women and children, but 
the insurgents were heedless of the 
rules governing civilized warfare and 
gave them no chance to escape, and 
pursued their work of destruction re- 
gardless of the frantic endeavors of 
the helpless occupants to seek a place 
of safety. It is known that women 
and children perished in the ruins of 
the sacked buildings. The insurgents 
seized the custom house and then 
pillaged all the principal houses in the 
city. 

After General Soto, the commander 
of the government forces, surrendered 
the city the rebel leaders landed more 
troops from their vessel for the pur- 
pose of hclding the place, and dis- 
patched a force into the country with 
the object of meeting and engaging 
the government troops.

Duke walked on before beginning the 
correction. When the Duke saw the 
faun’s face again he found some of the 
teeth gone and the empty sockets skill- 
fully chiseled out. 

Delighted with this evidence of the 
lad’s willingness to seize and act upon a 
suggestion, and impressed anew by his 
artistic skill, the Duke made inquiries, 
learned that Michael Angelo had bor- 
rowed stone and tools on his own ac- 
count in his eagerness to begin sculpture 
(he was at first set at drawing from the 
statuary), and ended by sending for the 
boy’s father. The result of the con- 
sultation was that the Duke took 
Michael Angelo under: his own special 
patronage and protection, and was so 
well pleased after he had done it that 
no favor seemed too great to bestow 
upon the energetic young artist.

In fact, a real attachment 
grew up between Michael Angeloand the 
Duke, who frequently called the. boy to 
his own rooms, when he would open a 
cabinet of gems and intaglios, seek his 
young visitor’s opinions, and enter into 
long and confidential talks.
